But in 1920] 
automobiles were involved in 76 
per cent of all 
crossing accidents. 


Persons killed (death lesulting in 
2j hours) totaled 1791, while 507.7 
were injured, 116 of the latter dy- 
ing subsequently.

Moiey saved by the -wage reduc- 


tions will be expended in 
much 


needed maintenance work, accord- 
ing to reports of the roads to the 
board. 
Starting of this neglected 


work will offer employment to 200,- 
000 additional men, it is said. 


Wages of maintenance of 
way 


employes, now ranging from 28 to 
40 cents an hour, will after July 1, 
range from 23 to 35 cents. Com- 
mon labor suffered tho biggest cut. 
This class numbers about 187,000 
employes who face a reduction of 
five cents an hour along with 91,- 
000 men who work at shops, round 
houses and yards. 


Section, track and maintenance 


foremen will take a three cent re- 
duction while mechanics not under 
the shop crafts agreement were cut 
four cents' and mechanics' helpers 
one cent. 


In its order the board expressed 


tho belief that after the reductions 
are made common labor on the*rail- 
roads will, still be receiving higher 
wages than similar labor in most 
other industries.

Death in Auglaize River 


WAS ATTACKED BY CRAMPS 


Body of Auctioneer's Son Recov- 


ered 12 Hours Later 


Harold Haller, 15, son of George 


W. Haller, Spencerville auctioneer, 
was drowned at noon Sunday, when 
siezed with cramps while swimming 
in the Auglaize river at Kagy's Inn, 
tnree miles east of Spencerville. 


Two companions who had accom- 


panied him to the -river for a dip, 
were unable to aid him. 
The body 


was found near the spot where it 
went down, almost 12 hoars later, 
by Russell Ledough, OBB of a party 
of searchers. 


Harold was one of a picnic party 
that drove out to Kagy's Inn, a sort 
of summer park on the l.ima-Spen- 
cervllle-rd, shortly before noon Sun- 
day.

An early picnic dinner was held 


and Harold and two smaller boys 
decided to take a swim. 
The river 


was swollen by rain wtd was a rush- 
ing torrent. 


Young Haller, keen to be first in, 


the water hastened to disrobe. Their 
ardor cooled by a sight of the swift- 
ly moving current, his companions 
were more deliberate. 


"I'm first in," Harold called to 
the others as be poised on tho bank 
above the flood for the initial plunge. 


He dived gracefully into the wat- 


er, and came up gasping. 


"It's cold as !ca," he told the oth- 
ers In'response to an inquiry. 


He swam across the river, but on 


the return trjp wan rendered helpless 
. by .crampB. His cries for a{d were 
smothered by water swallowed. He 
sank in less than two minutes. 


The boys on the - bank were un- 


able to assist him. 
One' ran back 
to the picnic party lor aid. 


Lack of boats hampered tha search 


from the first.

cases where 
fires were narrowly 


averted. 


Therefore the one rule that nil 


radio fans should follow is: Safety 
first. 


The 
precautions 
necessary are 


few and 
easily carried out. The 


sense of safety more than compen- 
sates for any trouble, for a, proper- 
ly installed antenna forms a first- 
class protection against lightning. 


Lightning 
need not 
necessarily 


strike the antenna to do real dam- 


heat. 
I have seen this Happen in- 


numerable time?. 


When 
lightning actually strikes 


the antenna it may completely de- 
stroy some of the smaller connect- 
ing wires and, if no ready path to 
earth is available, may take a short 
cut thru the woodwork, produce a 
great heat and set fire to the build- 
ing. 


Fire underwriters' rules, which 


should be followed by everyone, call 
for the provision of a 
"lightning 


ground wire'' outside the 
building 


and some form of approved light- 
ning arrester. 
In some states there 


is 
also 
required a 
"lightning 


switch." 


In nearly all states the lightning 


ground wire switch 
and 
arrester 


must be placed outside the building. 
The ground wire must be kept from 
the building at a ditsance of several 
inches 
on 
insulating supports of 


either glass or porcelain.
